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EDITORIAL NOTES 


WALKING IN ARDEN 
By Wanda Orton, English dept., West High School, Minneapolis 


\V HAT DO HIGH SCHOOL STUDENTS READ? Beowulf and Paradise lost for teacher ? 
The “Canary” murder case and Sinister house for themselves? No teacher need 
have mental hydrophobia over the pupil who reads something. Her greatest task 
is to lead to the green fields of the book world the pupil who has to be kicked in. 
To anyone consumed with a fierce burning love of books, the job of booting the 
unwilling into an atmosphere they dislike, because they do not know it exists, 
presents itself as something like nothing else in the world. 

[Experience tells me that the dark days come to both teachers and librarians. 
But the sunlight is always brighter after gloom. You have been told that that 
little Jewish girl has a very low I. Q. And that vacant-faced Viking looks as if 
he might have an even lower one. But remember that Pope and Steinmetz were 
funny looking little fellows and that I. Q.’s have a way of flopping about like 
river salmon. Recommend Parker’s Disraeli and Zangwill’s The grey wig to the 
girl and bring Bojer and Lagerlof to the big Nordic. Encourage racial pride. 
Do not worry over whether or not on page thirty there is something that Ole 
ought not to know. Adolescents today have the most frank, the most clean, and 
the most free minds that our world has ever known. A relic of our fin-de-siécle 
inheritance is that we still attempt to judge young people by the standards of our 
own adolescence which was far from free. Last week, a boy totally dismayed by 
the news that a certain school committee had rejected Sorrell and son began to 
think hard. He was a bright boy. “Was it on account of that landlady?” I 
told him he was correct. Immediately he replied, “Don’t they know we are 
grown up? That story has the highest ideals of any book I have ever read.” 

We might better concern ourselves with correcting the tastes of our pupils. 
In narrow columns, using the blackboard and sometimes charts, I write a story 
composed only of names—great and humble, sublime and ridiculous, ancient and 
modern—names of authors and of periodicals. The trail is in the order of de- 
scending excellence. In the first column go a dozen names like Shakespeare, 
Euripides, Homer, and Vergil, titans in literature. In the next column I place 
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the more specialized great, like Milton, Chaucer, and Cervantes. There is a 
column for the great laughers of the world like Aristophanes and Shaw. There 
are columns for the lyric singers, for the romantic novelists, for the short story 
writers, for fine contemporary writers, for challengers like Carlyle and Emerson, 
for gross imitators, for popular writers, for too-popular writers, for high class 
periodicals, for technical magazines, for Western thrillers, for confession maga- 
zines, and for dreadful magazines. When a pupil smugly declares his zest for 
reading, I tell him to locate his placer claim. And I get every kind of reaction. 
On this scale which can be made on a roll of paper from the grocery store may be 
placed pupils who for the first time in their lives have seen a rough outline of 
literary evaluation. The next step after finding out where students belong is to 
let the yeast of curiosity work. Because it does work! 

Another way to take more inspired pupils into the greener fields is through a 
school literary society or a school writing club. It is often an actual fact that 
when mother is reading a paper on English Scenery as Revealed in the Novels 
of George Eliot before the admiring ladies of the Saturday Authors’ Club, her 
adolescent son may not be joy-riding as a well brought up scion of a jazz age might 
properly be expected to do, but expounding the Cosmology of James Branch 
Cabell to certain of his fellow club members growing with each minute more and 
more pop-eyed over his erudition. Indeed that very subject was the theme ex- 
plained for over two hours after school by one of the startling products of an age 
we so little understand. His age was seventeen. The thousands of difficult 
names used by Cabell in twenty-four novels (read, studied, and absorbed by this 
boy) were given with rapier speed. I admit that he is a genius. Yet the pre- 
ceding program presented the week before by another boy was on the Life and 
Lyrics of Heinrich Heine. Next week a girl will give The Mediaeval Woman in 
the Novels of Sigrid Undset. Do not think that the youthful speakers get their 
ideas from other books or from adults. The talks are far too well presented for 
that! The humor, penetration, and comprehension are as bracing as a stiff sea 
breeze. I have suggested but one program this year. It was the Limits of Free 
Verse, and it was also the lightest weight affair we have yet had. 

Not long ago one of our new members was asked by the president to suggest 
several topics with a view to talking on one of them at some future meeting. 
Well I remember the withering silence that greeted the name of Vachel Lindsay. 
The effect was like proposing to discuss James Fenimore Cooper at a seminar on 
Proust! Not that I consider the admirable Mr. Lindsay in that light at all! 
Merely that my young Olympians needed spanking! But I did struggle hard to 
maintain a steady eye and mouth when the new member added to his string of 
stunts that he could also talk on Elbert Hubbard! Without hurting his feelings, 
the older members of the Script Club made him feel, as only youngsters can make 
one of their own feel, that he had committed a faux pas! Our president said, 
“I will give you some books to read on Hegel. He-is a philosopher you had 
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better get acquainted with as soon as possible. Just bring a digest of what you 
read this week to the next meeting and we will help to explain it to you.” It is 
useless to say that a teacher’s commands are never obeyed like that. I wish I 
could say, “Read Hegel!” toa boy. The only thing I could do when they started 
to pile up Kant and Spengler on this poor ignorant fellow was to suggest that in 
their desire to carve and chisel a masterpiece they must leave him some time to 
read his little essay by Matthew Arnold for his English teacher. 


The average pupil breathes another air. Yet it is a joyful business to help such 
pupils. I have seen boys lured from the cheap to the great in less than a month. 
If he likes red meat in his fiction, turn him loose on The red badge of courage, 
The red laugh, Cease firing, and Under fire. If a girl likes romance tell her about 
The Black Douglas, Andivius Hedulio, Messer Marco Polo, and The unwilling 
vestal. Meet every possible taste with every possible adjustment. Foreigners 
are nicest to work with. Enrique, a filipino boy, told me with much chest heaving 
that oh, so dearly he lov-v-ved that man Sa-abat-t-t!! Eventually from his ex- 
plosion like a steam radiator in the throes of whoopee, I derived the name of 
Sabatini! Truly the eye gleam of a book-lover makes me walk in Arden all day. 


Tue Booklist is IN RECEIPT Of a large packet of publications from the 
\WVorld Peace Foundation in Boston. As before stated in these pages, 
the Foundation is the American representative of the League of 
Nations. It also represents the Permanent Court of International 
Justice. The catalog of League publications covers many pages and 
indicates the wide variety of matters that come before that body for 
consideration. There are many reports on health, on social ques- 
tions, on mandates, on disarmament, on opium traffic, and like mat- 
ters. Much of this material is statistical and too detailed to find a 
logical place in the smaller libraries of this country. But every 
library should secure (free) a catalog of publications and should 
make it accessible to students and other interested patrons. Of the 
important bound publications those of chief interest are perhaps the 
rmament year-book, the International health year-book, and the 
/nternational statistical year-book. This last is a compilation of ma- 
terial giving figures of production for food products of the world, 
population numbers, reports of commerce and finance. 


INTERESTING AND DEPENDABLE BOOKS written in English about 
Italian life and letters have been assembled in the /taliana bibliog- 
raphy, edited by Thomas W. Huntington, Jr. and published by 
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Brentano’s at one dollar. The record runs up to October 1, 1927. It 
deals only with the modern Italy and is a useful working list arranged 
under general subjects. A list of translations is given in the appendix. 
Current information on books in this field may be had from the 
monthly “Bulletin and Italiana” of the Italy America Society, 25 
West 43d Street, New York City.
